Fireworks 
Ordinance 
Strictly 
Enforced

Some people don’t consider it’s the 
Fourth of July unless they can set off a 
firecracker, but a word to the wise—don’t 
do it in Plano. 
Police and fire officials are preparing to 
stringently enforce the local ordinance 
against the use of any fireworks within the 
city limits. 
Last year an 11-year-old girl and a nine- 
year-old boy received serious eye injuries 
while playing with fireworks and at least 
two fires were caused by the incendiary 
devices. 
The police switchboard was also tied up 
with 116 nuisance calls during the holiday 
weekend. Six persons were arrested and 
four juveniles received citations for the 
violations. 
A police department spokesman said 
Friday that officers will be alert to any 
violation of the fireworks ordinance. The 
men have been ordered to make arrests 
and issue citations when appropriate. 
Fire Marshal Bill Threet pointed out that 
that the ordinance forbids anyone to 
“manufacture, assemble, store, transport, 
receive, keep, sell or have in his possession 
with intent to sell, use, discharge, cause to 
be discharged ignite detonate, fire or 
otherwise set in action any fireworks of 
any description.” 
“Residents should expect a strict en­ 
forcement of our ordinance governing 
fireworks,” Threet stressed. “Fireworks 
are not toys and young children should 
never be allowed to play with them. 
“Even the sparkler which some people 
consider the ideal firework burns at a very 
high temperature,” he noted “Sparklers 
can easily ignite the clothing of children.” 
Plano’s major problem each year is with 
bottle rockets which can ignite dead grass, 
trash or wood shingle roofs, Threet noted. 
For all their patriotic associations, 
fireworks of all kinds present a very 
serious safety hazard, particularly for 
children, the firefighter concluded. If 
fireworks must be a part of the Fourth, 
attend one of the many public displays 
being held in the Metroplex. 


Politicos Expected 


To Honor Hendricks 


A spectacular turnout of politicians 
is expected Thursday night for the 
Bob Hendricks Appreciation Dinner. 
Hendricks has represented Plano 
and the surrounding area in the Texas 
House since 1967. Most recently he 
worked hard for a school finance bill 
beneficial to the Plano Independent 
School District, although the question 
never came to a vote. 
In the 65th Legislature, Hendricks 
pushed bills through which gave 
mayors and city councils more 
freedom in the appointment of police 
and fire chiefs, allowed expanded 
county facilities in a Plano sub­ 
courthouse and created the 219th 
District Court. 
Funds from the dinner will be used 
by Hendricks to pay off campaign 
debts. Tickets are selling for $12.50.

To the 20 volunteer firefighters in 
the city of Murphy, their job is really 
nothing more than neighbor helping 
neighbor. 
“We all live out here and know 
everyone, so it’s kind of a help-your- 
neighbor thing,” explained Fire Chief 
Carl Davis. 
“If someone calls in the middle of 
the night and 20 men show up, you 
know they’re coming just because 
someone needs help. They’re doing 
their good deed. It makes the com­ 
munity closer and brings the com­ 
munity together.” 
Hie “good deed” consists of being 
on call 24 hours a day every day of the 
year to deal with emergencies 
ranging from major house fires to 
pulling a cat out of a chimney, chasing 
a skunk off a patio or rescuing two 
screaming teenagers from a grass 
snake. 
“In a volunteer department, there 
are a lot of things we do that paid 
departments won’t—public service- 
type things,” Davis said. “We put a lot 
more emphasis on the little things we 
can do.” 
The volunteer department in this 
1,600-population town just east of 
Plano was established in 1973. Up until 
that time the City of Plano was 
providing free fire service. 
“Then Plano told the small cities 
that they would have to start charging 
$300 a call,” the Murphy fire chief 
said. “That was the main thing that 
got the city going on establishing a 
volunteer fire department.” 
Murphy’s City Council authorized 
Mayor Tom Clevenger to travel to an 
auction in Odessa to purchase the 
city’s first piece of firefighting 
equipment. 
According to Gevenger, the bidding 
on the fire engine started above the 
total amount of money he was sup­ 
posed to spend, so he “took a chance” 
and bought the 1948 American 


LaFrance pumper with quite a bit of 
his own money. 
“The fire truck was parked in my 
yard for awhile,” Clevenger recalled. 
“My son went around telling everyone 
that his daddy had bought him a real 
fire engine.” 
The council, however, agreed to 
reimburse Clevenger and Murphy had 
its first fire engine. 
When a fire, accident or emergency 
is reported by calling the fire dept.’s 
phone number, an electronic fire 
alarm monitoring system triggers 
monitors in the homes of all 20 
volunteer firemen 
Once triggered with this radio 
signal tone, the alarm dispatcher uses 
voice communication to instruct the 
volunteers where to report and what 
to expect. 
‘‘This 
is 
the 
most 
modern, 
sophisticated system we can have,” 
noted Fire Chief Davis. “The average 
response time in our city is three 
minutes.” 
Besides the LaFrance pumper, 
other equipment includes a booster 
put together by the firemen them­ 
selves. The booster was converted 
from an old Army truck and carries a 
1400-gallon tank—more water than 
three regular fire trucks. 
The department also has an 
emergency van used to provide first 
aid, oxygen, air tools, etc 
Fund-raising activities are held 
throughout the year to raise money 
for purchasing new and better 
equipment. An ongoing project is the 
operation of a “Sno-Kone” truck on 
weekends. The money from this 
project was used to purchase the 
emergency van. 
“Hie snow cone truck reminds 
people that we do have a fire depart­ 
ment,” commented Davis. "It has 
been a money-maker for us and has 
gained a lot of support for the fire 
department.” 
The fire chief hopes to be able to 


purchase a new pumper next year 
since the present pumper will be 30 
years old and will lose its insurance 
credibility. Davis said that it is “up to 
the city to see if they can afford to buy

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To Track Taxes 
Bullock Has System 


Comptroller Bob Bullock 
said recently that his office 
has developed a standard 
fin an cial 
m anagem ent 
system for Texas counties to 
help them track the flow of 
taxpayer dollars more ac­ 
curately and safely. 
Bullock said the system 
was developed initially for 
Duval 
County 
after 
a 
Comptroller’s Office audit in 
1976 showed that inadequate 
accounting procedures had 
contributed to the loss of 
public funds in past years. 
“To develop the standard 
system we asked for and got 
help from counties across 
the state,” Bullock said. “In 
the process, we learned that 
many counties need to and 
want to improve their ac­ 
counting 
system s 
but 
haven’t had the resources to 
do so.” 


The Comptroller said his 
s t a n d a r d 
f i n a n c i a l 
m anagem ent manual for 
Texas 
counties—developed 
with the help of the County 
Auditors and the County 
Treasurers Assocs. and the 
Texas Dept, of Community 
Affairs—sets out minimum 
standards which all counties 
should meet in their day-to- 
day bookkeeping. 
In addition, he said, the 
manual includes two model 
accounting systems based on 
a c c e p t e d 
a c c o u n t i n g 
practices which could be 
adopted by any county. 
The Comptroller’s Office 
is holding a series of regional 
meetings this summer with 
county officials to explain 
the manual and offer to 
provide 
any 
further 
assistance 
necessary. 
Bullock said.

CHIGGERS 


AND 


IM P E TIG O 


After you have been to grand­ 
ma's house and wander around in 
the weeds without dusting with 
sulfur, it might help to know how a 
chigger will act. Not that most 
people can stop scratching long 
enough to really care, but a chigger 
will attack a person near the base 
of a hair or where the skin is thin 
and wrinkled. There it gorges itself 
for a couple of days then it will drop 
off. 
Once you or your child gets bit 
the first thing is put on something 
to keep it from itching then keep 
the 
site 
clean 
and 
the 
childs 
fingernails clipped. While in this 
country chiggers do not carry in­ 
fectious diseases, the chances for 
secondary infection is great if the 
area is scratched until it is raw. In 
fact the greatest cause of impetigo 
that I 
see is from an infected 
chiggerbite. 
Now before all you mamas start 
to faint at the thought of your child 
getting impetigo I would like to 
state that it is a lot easier to cure 
than the common cold. 
There 
are 
many 
terms 
to 
describe what impetigo looks like 
but really it is just an ole country 
sore that will spread if not treated. 
One of the best ointments to use for 
infections 
of 
this 
type 
is 
mycitracin. It contains 3 different 
antibiotics that will pert near knock 
out most bacteria that cause skin 
infections. 
For thousands of years nature 
has been putting a covering on 
sores called a crust, or if you lack a 
certain amount of couth it is called 
a scab. This protects the open place 
from dirt and other lunk but it also 
will keep out the ointment. 
So the first thing to do in the 
treatment of impetigo is put the kid 
in some water until the scabs get 
soft and peel em off. Then put on 
the mycitracin 3 or 4 times a day. lf 
the thing is not looking a whole lot 
better in a couple of days then you 
should check with your doctor.

One lawgiver went so far 
as to make public a list of 
occupat ional hazards he said 
OSHA

suggestion that certain desk 
workers wear hard hats lest 
they get banged in the head 
by file cabinet drawers. 
OSHA, however, denied 
making any such inspection 
and complained that the list 
was a niggling attempt to 
embarrass the agency. 


It is difficult for a layman 
to tell where niggling leaves 
off and nitpicking begins. 
But authentic or not, the list 
has served to make those of 
us who work around the 
Capitol 
much 
more con­ 
scious of the perils that lurk 
about us. 
Following are a few of the 
dangerous conditions I have 
observed and corrective 
action that might be taken to 
meet safety standards: 
HAZARD 
Correspon­ 


dents 
covering 
the 
proceedings in the U.S. 
Senate sit at long counters on 
round, backless stools, the 
type of furnishings known as 
Truck Stop Renaissance.

At the least, occupants 
should be required to wear 
crash helmets. 


HAZARD — Correspon­ 
dents entering the Senate

REMEDY — Remove the 
detection devices from the 
press entrances so that any 
journalist who is assaulted 
by a senator with, say, a 
silver cigarette case will be 
able to defend himself in 
kind. 
HAZARD 
— 
Several 
escalators in the House 
office 
buildings 
are 
in ad eq u ately 
m arked, 
raising a risk that someone 
headed 
downstairs 
will 
mount an “up” escalator by 
mistake. Or vice versa. 
Some of these escalators 
are in little-used stairwells, 
so that anyone making such 
a mistake might be stuck 
there for hours before being 
rescued. 
REMEDY — Redesign the 
escalators so they will 
operate bi-directionally, like 
elevators. Or equip each 
escalator with an emergency 
telephone. Or, following the

Space Dream Alive 


Wcrnher Von Braun came rela­ 
tively late to our shores as an 
immigrant. But like so many 
others, he brought with him 
something priceless that has al­ 
ways flourished best in the at­ 
mosphere of America — a genius 
for inventiveness at the outer 
limits of technology. 
One of his colleagues says flat­ 
ly that our astronauts could not 
have reached the moon within 
the time President Kennedy laid 
down for the Apollo program had 
it not been for Dr. Von Braun’s 
contribution. In his life we saw 
how tricks of fate could have a 
profound effect on history. 
His youthful fascination with 
rocketry led him into the Ger­ 
man army’s rocket program and 
development of a weapon that 
nearly changed the outcome of 
World War II — the V2 missile. 
Fleeing westward to avoid cap­ 
ture by the Russians, he and a 
group of German scientists 
grafted their knowledge onto a 


poorly supported U.S. rocket 
program after the war. When the 
Russian 
Sputnik 
awakened 
Americans to the implications of 
missile and space technology, 
U.S. citizen Von Braun’s lifelong 
dream of exploration of the 
moon and planets came within 
grasp. 


The most impressive tangible 
monument to Dr. Von Braun is 
the great Saturn launch vehicle 
that lofted our Apollo spacecraft 
into orbit. But the whole reser­ 
voir of space technology which 
the United 
States has 
ac­ 
cumulated owes as much to him 
as to any individual. 


It was the challenge of space, 
and not missile warfare, that 
drew Wernher Von Braun to the 
science of rocketry. The best 
memorial to him would be a 
space program that continues to 
reach for the stars — while mis­ 
siles gather dust on an earth at 
peace with itself.

Its tempting to discount Rosalynn Carter’s recent 
tour of seven I^tin American and Caribbean nations. 
Other presidents sent their surrogate diplomats to the 
region, only to continue neglecting basic hemispheric 
issues Besides, Mrs. Carter has no official authority to 
speak on behalf of the United States 
But placed in the context of President Carter’s moves 
on several Latin American fronts, Mrs. Carter’s tour 
set the right tone for a new approach 
As she put it to each nation visited, the Carter ad­ 
ministration is determined to end the paternalism that 
has for so long characterized U.S. relations with Latin 
America 
In fact, human rights was the central theme of the 
tour and oddly enough in Brazil, Mrs. Carter’s em­ 
phasis on that theme carried an impact, even though it 
was outside official circles. She received a letter of 
grievances from striking students at the University of 
Brasila and, later, she met with two American 
missionaries allegedly tortured by Brazilian police. 
The 
point, 
however, 
is 
that 
throughout 
the 
hemisphere, human rights is an issue whose time has 
come and since no country, including the United States, 
can claim moral superiority, it’s an issue in which each 
country can be an equal partner with the other. 
This is critical, as critical as repairing U.S. relations 
with Cuba, as critical as settling this nation’s dispute 
with Brazil over the controversial nuclear agreement 
between Brasilia and West Germany as critical as 
promoting development in the Southern Hemisphere. 
Each question turns on the other and at any point 
where the United States retreats to the old heavy- 
handed style, what gains were made in Mrs. Carter’s 
visits will be lost But by definition, human rights as an 
issue preempts paternalism. It’s a common interest 
that permits no arrogance and no moralizing. 
At articulating this administration priority, Mrs. 


Carter proved to be a sharp and savvy ambassador, 
serving well her husband the President and the best 
ideals of American foreign policy. The nation could 
expect no more and deserves no less. 


Atlanta Constitution 
Rosalynn Carter’s trip to Latin America raised the 
consciousness of many political observers. Some ex­ 
pected the tour to be all style and no substance. Such 
was not the case. 
The Latin trip was not the first time the First Lady 
has shown she knows how to get away from home, meet 
and influence important people. During Jimmy Car­ 
ter’s run for president Rosalynn Carter was an ef­ 
fective campaigner. 
This latest trip however was something else. This 
was foreign policy. And this trip could have been very- 
touchy in view of some Latin American countries’ 
reputation for human rights violations. So the fact that 
Mrs. Carter made the trip and made it well was 
noteworthy. 
The United States Senate has noted the trip by ap­ 
proving a resolution that praises Mrs. Carter for 
moving beyond the traditional ceremonial role played 
by spouses and public officials. The Senate resolution 
also praises the President for giving Mrs. Carter the 
chance. 
That is a nice gesture and Mrs. Carter certainly 
deserves credit for a tour well done. She articulated our 
foreign policy effectively. But praising the President? 
Hardly necessary. He just happened to know a good 
diplomat when he married one.

A U.S. diplomat in Latin America told reporters 
several weeks ago that the questions most asked of him 
by government officials was “When is Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance coming down here?” The question 
was indicative of the mood of most of South America 


when it was announced First Lady Rosalynn Carter 
would make the new administration’s diplomatic debut 
in Latin America. By the time Mrs. Carter flew home 
from her twoweek mission, the heads of state in seven 
Carribean and Latin American nations were charmed 
by her grace and style and contented that the discus­ 
sions held with her were serious and would be made 
known to the President.

Males Defying 
Macho Images

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - It s 
superficial and wrong to look 
at the American male as a 
chauvinist, says university 
ps ychologi st 
Herbert 
Goldberg. 
“Rather than being top 
dog and exploitive, most 
men operate as masochists 
and are constantly involved 
in proving something, and in 
self-denial,” said Goldberg 
in a presentation on his in­ 
terpretation of the male 
experience 
in 
modern 
America. 
“They do little that feels 
good.” 
Goldberg, 
of 
the 
psychology department at 
California State University 
at 
Los 
Angeles, 
told 
delegates to a convention of 
anthropological and ar­ 
chaeological 
organizations 
recently the “descriptions of 
a male as a chauvinist” are 
only 
“a 
surface 
in­ 
terpretation.” 
“The male role has been 
grossly misinterpreted,” he 
said. 
But now there is this 
“ p o w e r 
e x p l o i t i v e 
stereotype” of the American 
man. 
Goldberg says the 
response of this archetypal 
man has been “to stretch 
himself even more to accom­ 
modate” women and to feel 
guilty 
about 
being 
ex­ 
ploitive. 
In his view, the male tries 
too hard to live up to a 
“macho” stereotype when, 
in fact, he is “deeply and 
primitively dependent on the 
woman in his life.” 
“ The 
male 
is 
self­ 
destructive and troubled 
with self-hate, as from the 
‘Little boys are made of 
snakes 
and 
snails 
(rhyme),” 
Goldberg con­ 
tinued. “He is the victim of 
an actor-reactor syndrome 
with women.” 
He explained that women 
remain passive and wait for 
men to make both the 
decisions and the mistakes. 
As an example, he gave this 
interplay of a man taking a 
woman to dinner: 
— He: What would you like 
to eat? 


— 
She: 
Just 
about 
anything is fine with me. 
— He: I know good places 
for Chinese and Italian. 
— She: Oh, I like both. 
Whatever you prefer. 
“By the time he gets to 
Mama Giovanni’s Italian 
Restaurant, he’s going to 
have 
as 
heavy 
an 
in­ 
volvement with the food as if 
he’d cooked it,” Goldberg 
said. 
The male actor has to 
acknowledge and express his 
ideas and wants, while the 
female 
reactor 
avoids 
decisions and mistakes, and 
correspondingly, when the 
male is right he is a hero and 
when wrong, a bum, he said. 
Dependence on the female 
isolates the male from close 
relationships with other 
males 
and 
makes 
him 
vulnerable to physical crises 
and death, Goldberg said. 
And, said Goldberg, “Fear 
of vulnerability prevents 
him from paying attention to 
his 
body. 
When 
he 
is 
emotionally in trouble, he’ll 
deny it as long as possible.” 
He cited as the male’s 
bodydestructive 
macho 
traits: 
— Proving he can stand 
pain. 
— Forcing himself to be 
hyperactive and to resist or 
not admit fatigue. 
— Declining to seek a 
doctor’s help. 
— And being emotionally 
repressive, and therefore 
vulnerable to alcohol, drugs 
and phychosomatic disor­ 
ders. 
The male also becomes 
sexually defensive, he said. 
“All of this adds up to a 
zombie-like 
m ale 
ex­ 
perience,” he concluded. “I 
perceive 
the 
m ale 
as 
profoundly self-destructive, 
more a masochist than a 
self-aggrandizer. He burns 
out early.” 
Goldberg told his audience it 
is time for men to redefine 
their 
roles, 
permit 
their 
women “to come out of 
hiding” and admit they 
(m ales) 
will 
not 
be 
destroyed by the women’s 
concealed sense of lust, rage 
and aggression.

Speaking in press con­ 
ferences held in Austin. San 
Antonio. 
Dallas. 
Houston, 
and East Texas. Johnson 
said “ Jam es deliberately 
and unnecessarily deposited 
state money in dem and 
deposits rather than in in­ 
terest-bearing time deposits. 
“ It s appalling that 
the 
ra te of retu rn on state 
deposits as a percent of total 
state revenue is one of the 
lowest in the nation,” he 


noted. Johnson vowed tliat

“ I can’t see how Jam es 
could not be aware of these 
crimes as thev occurred,” 


exclaimed Johnson. “If he 
were properly fulfilling his 
job, he should know what’s 
going on in the Treasury, 
particularly 
what 
his 
number three man is doing.” 
The GOP candidate has no 
previous political experience 
and views this as an asset.

Author’s Note: This is the second article in a series 
relating to questions about how to effectively communicate 
with children in the classroom. Here, I will discuss 
correcting the student, and guiding his behavior. 
Dear Reader, Properly phrased and helpful correction of a 
child’s behavior provides guidance as well. Telling a child 
how badly he has done his work, accomplishes little more 
than clobbering his self-image, stirring up anger and 
resentment, 
and 
perhaps 
even 
reducing 
your 
own 
frustration at his expense. If there is a time and a place for 
such abasement, the classroom is certainly not it. 
Avoid making statements which are judgemental of the 
student’s work in general, or of his personality and 
character in particular. When commenting on work done, 
talk specifically about it and do not generalize. Talk about 
“ how to” do the assignment given, rather than dwelling and 
concentrating on “ how not to” complete the work. 
When possible, give examples of how you want him to 
perform. Show him what you mean when he errs. Your 
guidance and interest will be rewarded in the form of better 
performance and better attitudes in most cases. 
Children need good, solid guidance more than they need 
adult criticism. Tactless remarks made to a student because 
you are frustrated, or because he has not understood you, is 
defeating, and usually affords little improvement in the 
desired directions. 
Sarcasm, also, has no place in the classroom. If fact, it has 
little place at all in any meaningful interaction with 
children. Taken very concretely, such planned or inad­ 
vertent remarks can, and often do, leave indeliable marks of 
pain and shame on the youngster. 
Sarcasm also is a very confusing way to communicate. 
The hidden meanings expressed often are taken literally, 
and the real message is not received. To say to a child who 
has not followed your directions on a test, “ Well, you cer­ 
tainly did it again, didn’t you,” may be a cause for real 
concern by the child who hears your complimentary words, 
but who also hears your very stern voice. Which should he 
believe, and have you guided him toward proper behavior? 
Does he know what you want him to do now any better than 
before? 
Be direct, descriptive and realistic—but avoid sarcasm at 
all cost. Devastation of a child by a teacher because of ill- 
timed and ill-formulated remarks is not what you as a 
professional teacher want to do, I am sure. 
But human beings as we are, and facing multitudes of 
children day after day, such instances can occur. Watch for 
them. Notice when frustration seems to be getting the best of 
you, and take corrective action. A teacher can heal as well 
as injure; protect as well as subject. As an educator you 
might most usefully concentrate on the former in both in­ 
stances.

H. Bell, Commander of 
Army recruiting for the 
Dallas District. 
“The campaign thrust,” 
Colonel Bell said, “is to get 
eligible people back into 
their old jobs with about the 
same pay grade." 
Although 
all 
eligible 
former 
Armed Forces 
members may apply, the 
primary aim is to recruit 
Army prior service per­ 
sonnel. 
“There are some con­ 
s ta n ts 
and 
special 
provisions applicable to 
members of the other ser­ 
vices,” the colonel said. 
He explained that ac­ 
cepted applicants may be 
exempt from further career 
training in some cases. They 
may also have to undergo 
only two 
weeks of basic 
military training, or none at 
all. 
"It is difficult to explain 
all the program aspects,” 
Colonel Bell said, “Because 
each person's eligibility, pay

More buyers want 
home warranties 


Pressure is intensifying foi 
a strong home warranty pro­ 
gram for resale (used) resi­ 
dential properties. A new and 
important study is now under 
way. 


It’s one of the greatest con­ 
sumer needs in the current 
real estate market, according 
to H. Jackson Pontius, execu­ 
tive vice president of the Na­ 
tional Association of Real­ 
tors. He commented on the 
growing consumer demand 
for warranties while candidly 
discussing key factors in the 
1977 market during an inter­ 
view in his new Chicago of­ 
fice. 


Responding to the demand, 
the National Association has 
developed a home protection 
plan for inspection and war­ 
ranty of resale 
homes. 
Individual warranty firms 
are investigated and, in some 
cases, approved as part of the 
plan. It generates no revenue 
for the National Association 
or its members. 


The increasing consumer 
concern has also sparked an 
in-depth study of home war­ 
ranty programs mandated by 
Congress. 


The Housing Authorization 
Act of 1976 contained a re­ 
quirement that the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) conduct 
a study to determine the 
possible need for a federal 
program of providing war­ 
ranties on resale homes, it 
was pointed out by Norris 
Evans, from HUD’s Office of 
Policy Development. 
HUD is to report its find­ 
ings to Congress by June, 
Evans noted while address­ 
ing a national realtors’ con­ 
clave. 
“Two separate but similar 
surveys were taken,” he said. 
“One involved a detailed 
questionnaire sent to 900 


families that had purchased a 
home 
about 
two 
years 
earlier.” 
The families were asked to 
list serious problems they 
had with the homes in the 
past two years. Problems in­ 
cluded leaky roof, defective 
furnace or other major ap­ 
pliance, faulty electrical or 
plumbing systems, etc. 
The objective of the study is 
to determine the need for a 
warranty on the expensive 
components of a home during 
the first year or two of owner­ 
ship by a new owner. 
The second survey used a 
similar questionnaire but was 
sent to families who had pur­ 
chased resale homes within 
the past two or three months. 
The final report on results 
and conclusions of the sur­ 
veys has not yet been com­ 
pleted, as of this writing. But 
Evans believes it is unlikely 
that legislation will provide 
warranties on homes other 
than those with government- 
backed mortgages. 
In recent years, there has 
been a move away from the 
traditional doctrine of caveat 
emptor, “let the buyer be­ 
ware,” to one of “let the 
seller be honest, and the 
buyer be informed,” Evans 
observed.

Q. Are interest rates on new 
mortgage loans for resale 
homes increasing or decreas­ 
ing? 
A. At last report, they were 
decreasing a bit. The average 
rate (nationally) is now a 
shade under 9 per cent — the 
lowest since June of last year.

Car’s mandated safety devices 
need timely maintenance, too! 


W hile safety equipm ent on ears need m aintenance, one 
item th at requires no care is th e seat bolt assem bly. T h ere­ 
fore, ow ners can always buckle up w ith assurance, according 
to safety engineering experts. 


M uch of th e sa fe ty 
equipment on your car 
was mandated by the Fed­ 
eral Government but ifs 
up to you, the motorist, 
to make sure the devices 
continue to do their job. 
Except for some exer­ 
tion in fastening lap and 
shoulder belts, the safety 
features require little ef­ 
fort on your part. How­ 
ever, that doesn’t mean 
that regular maintenance 
or inspection should be 
ignored. 
The Automotive Infor­ 
mation Council consulted 
one of the auto industry’s 
. pioneers in the vehicle 
safety area for his recom­ 
mendations. He is Roy 
Haeusler, who even has 
earned the plaudits of the 
industry’s severest critics. 
Haeusler, who retired as a 
safety engineer, was wear­ 
ing belts long before they 
became the law of the 
highway and always wears 
a safety helmet. 
Seat and shoulder belts 
are one area you don’t 
have to be concerned 
about. 
“The belts on your car 
are good for the life of 
the car,” Haeusler says. 
The webbing has been 
subjected to prolonged pe­ 
riods of artificial radia­ 
tion to determine how 
they resist brilliant sun­ 
light. The belts withstood 
all tests.” 
In the past year, seat 
belts used in the south­ 
western part of the coun­ 
try for many years were 
removed for inspection. 
They passed fed eral 
standards by a wide mar­ 
gin. 
Ifs still a good idea to 
check the belt retractors, 
according to Haeusler. He 
cautions: 
“You can’t check shoul­ 
der belts on newer cars by 
tugging at them. You have 
to slam the brakes and 
that should lock the belt. 
A speed of 15 to 20 miles 
an hour would be enough 
for the test — but be sure 
nobody is driving in back 
of you.” 
He warned that seat 
b elts with r e t r a c t o rs 
should be examined to 
determine whether addi­ 
tional 
webbing can 
be 
pulled while the belt is 
being worn. 
Some other safety de­ 
vice tips: 
Steering column 


Energy absorbing steering 
c o lu m n: Even the slightest 
vertical movement in the 
column calls for a service 
check. Two small, hidden 
capsules hold the column 
rigid, but give way in the 
event of a crash. 


Lights 


L ig h t s : I t ’s a simple 
m atter to see if they all 
glow but an owner fre­ 
quently misses the flasher 
system that warns other 
traffic when a car is stall­ 
ed. Tile flasher should be 
blinking half the time as 
opposed to an inconsistent 
pattern. This is especially 
important in daylight so 
the flasher can be seen. 
Inconsistency means the 
flasher is approaching its 
last blink. 


rest to the proper height. 
If the head rest should 
come down when the car 
is driven over a bump or 
a railroad track, it obvi­ 
ously needs tightening. 


Doors 


D oor la tch es: Their job 
is to keep tile passengers 
from being thrown from 
the car in the event of a 
collision. Statistics prove 
the chances for survival 
are greater if the passen­ 
ger remains in the car. 
Latches should keep the 
door closed even when the 
lock button is “up.” Some 
latches, in time, become 
“hair-triggered” and even 
a slight bump against the 
door or the door handle 
can cause the door to fly 
open. The handle or lever 
should move at least a 
quarter of an inch before 
it releases the latch and 
opens the door. 
D o o r lo c k s : The lock 
buttons can become faulty 
and there may be times 
when you think the door 
is locked, but it isn’t. This 
is particularly true of pow­ 
er door locks. Occasionally, 
check the doors on the 
outside to make certain 
they lock properly. 


Seats 
Seal latches: There are 
safety standards on seat 
strength but the latching 
mechanism should keep 
them firmly in place — 
enough to hold fast in a 
30-m ile-an -hour 
crash. 
Obviously, it can’t be test­ 
ed too easily. If you can 
move the seat by applying 
body pressure, it isn’t 
latching and is dangerous 
if the car is moving. 


Head rest 


H ead re>t: Haeusler con­ 
cedes this device has gen­ 
erated controversy over 
its merits but he favors it 
and urges front seat pas­ 
sengers to raise the head 


Parking brake 
P ark in g b ra k e : Owners 
of cars with manual trans­ 
missions use this equip­ 
ment, especially when 
parking on a slope. It can 
become 
“hair-triggered” 
in time and release when 
a passing car causes the 
parked vehicle to sway. 
Releasing the brake should 
require a firm effort. 
Safety checks on tires, 
foot brakes, steering, etc., 
have been necessary since 
the first single - cylinder 
runabout made its Ameri­ 
can debut before the turn 
of this century. 
Today, we have dual 
braking systems on all 
cars. If one system goes, 
you still have sufficient 
braking to bring your car 
to a halt. 
Haeusler advises peri­ 
odic check of the brake 
fluid level. “When the 
brake warning light glows, 
it’s not really a warning,” 
he says. * ‘It means that 
one of your systems is not 
operating.” 
He has some further ad­ 
vice on replacing brake 
fluid: 
“Before you check the 
fluid level, wipe the area 
around it to make certain 
no dirt enters the fluid 
chamber. Otherwise, it 
might have been better 
not to check it. Also, don’t 
use fluid that hasn’t been 
kept in an air tight con- 
taineer. Moisture destroys 
the fluid.” 
Finally, the safety ex­ 
pert notes the growing 
popularity of sun roofs 
and warns owners to make 
sure the roof is properly 
latched — especially if 
you don’t wear seat belts. 


SAFE STOPPING 
Any time your car 
brakes fail to function 
properly, better stop at 
the first available service 
station and have the sys­ 
tem's fluid level checked.

Pedal action 
can often tell 
how brakes are 


Unlike a tire that sud­ 
denly goes flat without a 
warning, your car’s brake 
system often gives you 
ample notice that danger 
is imminent. Learning 
how to recognize those 
warning signals may give 
you time to correct the 
situation before a crisis 
occurs. 
The action of your brake 
pedal is a good barometer 
of brake condition. A low 
brake pedal in d icates 
need for fluid in the mas­ 
ter cylinder or a brake 
adjustment. 
A spongy action in the 
pedal could signify air in 
the lines, deteriorating 
hose or worn rubber parts 
in the master cylinder. 
Fading brake pedal ac­ 
tion could mean badly 
worn or glazed lining or 
contaminated brake fluid. 
If 
extreme 
pressure 
is 
needed to stop, a sticky 
piston in the wheel cylin­ 
der or master cylinder, 
pinched brake hoses of 
lines may be suspected. 
Noisy brakes are indi­ 
cations of possible poor 
brake-shoe-to-drum con­ 
tact, weak or broken brake 
springs.

Public lacks knowledge 
The stereotypes, how­ 
ever, no longer fit the 
computerized mechanics’ 
trade, and the panic is the 
result of a general lack of 
knowledge on the part of 
many car owners. 
“You do get into a panic 
situation with a lot of 
people,” admits Buster 
Birdsong, service manager 
at Richmond Chrysler- 
Plymouth Corp. “but it’s 
because they don’t under­ 
stand the details of what 
it is and why ifs needed. 
And then, when you try 
to explain what’s involved, 
a lot of people still ask, 
‘can’t you fix it without 
doing all that?’ and things 
like that. 
“A lot of it is that peo­ 
ple don’t want to get in­ 
volved with it, some just 
don’t want to understand,” 
added Birdsong. “An own­ 
ers’ manual is given to 
them when they get the 
car, but most never read 
it or anything else to know 
how a car should work, or 
what should be done to it, 
or what kind of mainte­ 
nance it needs, or any­ 
thing.” 


Should read manuals 
The tuneup goes right 
at the top of the list of 
automotive 
maintenance 
requirements. It is, by far, 
not the only periodic 
maintenance required, but 
it does rate as one of the 
m ost im portant for a 
smooth-running, gas-sav­ 
ing and pollution-free au­ 
tomobile. 
The tuneup involves the 
two major areas — igni­ 
tion and carburetion — 
that supply the impetus to 
make everything else in

the automobile work. The 
carburetor supplies a mix­ 
ture of gasoline and air, 
and the ignition supplies 
the electrical spark to ig­ 
nite that mixture and be­ 
gin the energy train that- 
eventu ally turns the 
wheels and propels the car. 
“I think the majority of 
car owners know that you 
have to put new spark 
plugs in, I think they know 
that,” explains Clyde Grif­ 
fin, service manager at 
Dick Strauss Ford, Inc. 
“But if the car isn’t run­ 
ning right, of course most 
people don’t know what’s 
causing it, and there could 
be three or four things in 
the tuneup that could give 
the same signs. That’s 
when it takes somebody 
who knows w hat h e’s 
doing to tell exactly what’s 
wrong.” 


Here’* the beginning 
The spark plugs are only 
the beginning of what 
should be included in a 
standard minor tune up. 
Distributor points and 
condenser, air filter, fuel 
filter and POV (positive 
crankcase 
ventilation) 
valve should all be re­ 
placed, battery terminals 
cleaned, spark plug wires, 
ignition coil and distribu­ 
tor cap and rotor inspect­ 
ed (and replaced, when 
necessary), and the car­ 
buretor, choke and igni­ 
tion timing adjusted. 
“I’d say there is prob­ 
ably somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 50 or 60 
per cent of the cars on the 
road today need mainte­ 
nance work on them, and 
almost all of it would be 
right'in the tuneup area,” 
explained Birdsong, who 
added that the motorists 
are only hurting them­ 
selves by not getting the 
proper maintenance. 


Tt hy the need 
“You just don’t have the 
power in today’s cars like 
you once had,” Birdsong 
added. “The octane on gas 
has been lowered, engine 


compression has been cut 
way back, rear ends are 
geared higher for better 
mileage, and it all means 
you need to keep a car 
really right to keep it 
running right.” 
In addition to running 
smoothness, 
acceleration 
and consistency, failure to 
have proper tuneups can 
have drastic effects on pol­ 
lution and gas mileage. 
Any misfiring in the igni­ 
tion system (due to wear 
or carbon buildup) leads 
to an overabundance of 
fuel in the affected cylin­ 
ders, and the fuel eventu­ 
ally finds its way into the 
exhaust discharge. 
“There’s always a ques­ 
tion of just how often a 
car needs a tuneup, and 
you just can’t draw a line 
at any certain amount of 
time,” Griffin said. 
f 


T im e to tune up 
Generally, however, the 
IO- to 12,000-mile area 
seems the one most gen­ 
erally prescribed by man­ 
ufacturers, but even these 
figures can be misleading. 
“A lot of the manufac­ 
turers will say their plugs 
are good for 10,000 miles, 
but that’s just an average. 
I have pulled plugs out of 
a car and found them 
completely corroded at 
7.000 or 8,000. And then 
I’ve pulled some out at 
20.000 and they’re still in 
pretty good shape.” 
As for the rest of the 
tuneup menu, the wear 
and tear of driving a car 
takes its toll in the same 
way. Various air and fuel 
filters get clogged, the dis­ 
tributor points and con­ 
denser (in conjunction 
with the ignition timing) 
become pitted or burned 
from sending thousands 
of 
rapid - fire 
electronic 
impulses to the cylinders, 
and the spark plug wires, 
ignition coil, distributor 
cap and rotor all break 
down eventually under the 
strain of the engine.

Check battery’s health 
after winter ravages 


Of all car components, 
th e rav ag es of w in ter 
weather take their heavi­ 
est toll on the battery. 
While the battery is in no 
position to take a vacation 
during balmy spring and 
summer months, it should 
be given special treatment 
so that it might live to 
serve another winter. 
Battery manufacturers 
give the following advice 
on determining how much 
life is left in your battery. 


1. With the engine off 
und the ignition switch in 
th e a ccessory p o sitio n , 
press the turn signal lever. 
If the click you hear is 
slower than when the en­ 
gine is operating, it's a 
sign your battery is below 
norm al power. Dim m ing 
o f lights 
also 
indicates 
problem s. 
2. Corrosion around the 
case and 
term inal 
may 
indicate possible battery 
trouble. 
3. W ater being required 


too freq u en tly or on e cell 
n eed in g m ore water than 
th e others m ay also be 
w arning sign als. 


Original equipment bat­ 
teries can be expected to 
last about 36 months or 
36,000 miles of ordinary 
driving. Beyond that peri­ 
od, the battery may be 
living on borrowed time. 
The most reliable m eth­ 
od of determining a bat­ 
tery’s condition is to give 
it a hydrometer test. The 
hydrometer 
reveals 
the 
concentration of sulphuric 
acid which 
affects the 
state of charge in each 
battery cell. 
A fully charged battery 
will give a hydrometer 
reading of 1260 or higher 
specific gravity. A reading 
of 1210 or lower indicates 
the battery needs recharg­ 
ing. A reading which indi­ 
cates a greater variance of 
more than 50 degrees be­ 
tween cells means a new 
battery is needed.

Substitute 
the word lubricant for 
nail and your car could 
be immobilized. 
While car makers rec­ 
ommend chassis lubrica­ 
tion at differing periods, 
the service should not be 
neglected. Lubrication and 
periodic alignm ent are 
virtually the only services 
required 
by your car’s 
steering system, which in­ 
cludes the steering link­ 
age, steering arms and 
ball joints. 
Failure 
to m aintain 
these components prop­ 
erly can lead to premature 
tire wear, steering prob­ 
lems such as road wander 
and loss of stability. 
Check your car’s owners 
manual for recommenda­ 
tio n s of how o ften to 
lubricate. 


Give it air 
Keeping a car’s air con­ 
ditioner off in winter and 
during other times it’s 
not needed may seem like 
just plain common sense. 
But an air conditioner 
should be run for a few 
minutes a month all year 
long. Doing so helps pre­ 
serve th e co m p resso r 
which needs the “lubrica­ 
tion” from the freon gas 
coolant.

Families Ignorant of Law 


To exercise legal rights, 
families need a working 
knowledge of the law— 
something most people may 
not 
have, 
says 
Debby 
Johnson, a family 
life 
education specialist with 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
System. 
Citing an Oregon study on 
the public’s knowledge of 
family law recently, she said 
respondents generally an­ 
swered only half of the 
questions correctly. 
She said it indicated that 
two-thirds or more of the 
respondents were aware of 
current laws relating to 


venereal disease treatment 
for minors, age of legal 
adulthood, rights of welfare 
families to decide about 
birth control, and rights of 
illegitimate children. 
“On the other hand, about 
two-thirds of the respondents 
were misinformed or in­ 
correct in several vital 
areas—items relating to 
minors’ rights to birth 
control information, minors’ 
rights to medical treatment, 
and questions concerning 
voluntary sterilization. 
No relationship was found 
between age, education and 
religion and the level of 


knowledge of family law. 
However, women generally 
scored higher than men did, 
the specialist added. 
“It should be pointed out 
that there are no nationally 
established precedents or 
norms as to the public’s 
knowledge of the law— 
therefore, we cannot say 
that these findings prove 
knowledge or ignorance of 
the law. 
“We can say they are 
consistent with previous 
research findings that most 
people can answer only 
about half of the questions 
correctly,’’ she said.

competency movement 
Why should such students 
graduate, asks the man in 
the street. What were they 
taught? Why were they 
promoted from grade to 
grade? 
Who 
did 
the 
teaching? 
What’s a high 
school diploma stand for? 
Those are some of the 
questions 
behind 
the 
movement that as of Jqne I 
has 
initiated 
minimal 
competency standards for 
public schools in 24 states. 
The actions 
by 
state 
legislatures and state boards 
of education have been 
coupled with pressure from 
p a r e n t s , 
t a x p a y e r s , 
teachers, 
school 
ad­ 
ministrators and even local 
board of education mem­ 
bers. 
The movement 
means 
business. 
A report at the annual 
meeting of the Education 
Commission of the United 
States last week showed 
most agreement seems to be 
in the need to establish 
m inim al competency in 
reading. 
“Reading is mentioned in 
all but two of the states— 
Louisiana and New Hamp­ 
sh ire,” 
reported 
Chris 
Pipho, associate director of 
the commission. 
“Mathematics appears to 
be left out only by Maryland 
while communication skills 
are 
not 
mentioned 
in 
G e o r g i a , 
M i c h i g a n , 
M issouri, M aryland and 
New Jersey. 
“Life skills come in for 
mention in Florida and 
survival skills in Rhode 
Island. Colorado leaves the 
whole identification of basic 
skills to the local districts. 
“California and Florida 
allow local districts to add 
subject 
areas 
at 
their 
discretion.’’ 
The smorgasbord on the

minimal competency front 
also includes: 
— Florida and California 
enacted laws perm itting 
early exit from high school. 
However, only California 
has 
im plemented 
the 
program . Florida’s plan 
starts in the fall. High school 
students who reach a certain 
level 
on 
the 
General 
Educational 
Development 
test will be allowed early 
exit. 
—Thirteen of the 24 states 
with minimal competency 
testing 
standards 
say 
students must pass minimal 
competency tests or they 
won’t get a high school 
diploma. These include: 
Ari zo na, 
C a l i f o r n i a , 
C ol or ado , 
D e l a w a r e , 
Florida, Kentucky, 
Idaho, 
Maryland, Nevada, New 
York, New Mexico, Oregon, 
and Vermont. 
—Grade promotion ap­ 
pears to be a requirement in 
only three states: Arizona, 
8th grade; Maryland, grades 
2 to 12 in reading. 
Nineteen of the 24 states 
have such a requirement. 
These include California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Louisiana, 
M a r y l a n d , 
M i s s o u r i , 
O r e g o n . 
M i c h i g a n , 
Nebraska, New York, New 
Jersey, New Mexico, New 
Hampshire, Nevada, Rhode 
Island, Oklahoma, Virginia, 
Vermont and Washington. 
In Maryland, further, dis­ 
tricts have an option—either 
provide remedial assistance 
or hold the students back. 
How well is it working? 
Has student achievement 
increased?

The National Institute of 
Education has funded two 
studies—one of New jersey’s 
experience with minimal 
competency and the other a 
follow-up study of Califor­ 
nia’s early exit program. 
Both studies should be 
ready by the fall. 


Q. Isn’t there some quick, 
painless way to become a 
good parent? Does a person 
have to learn through either 
bitter experience or the long 
books that say they have the 
answers? 
We have used a kind of 
trial-and-enror method with 
our 3-year-old, and he doesn’t 
seem any the worse for it. I’m 
sure that our new baby will be 
better off because of all we’ve 
learned about feeding, toilet 
training, discipline and all 
the rest from our firstborn. 
But there ought to be some 
kind of shortcut. Can you lead 
us to it? 
A. Let’s be direct for a mo­ 
ment: There is no fast, easy 
method toward sound parent­ 
hood. Materials of Spook, 
Gesell, Ginott and many 
other 
past and 
present 
experts have been used for 
years, helping parents over 
the rough spots, but it takes 
work to become a good par­ 
ent. 
Just 
because 
we 
are 
biologically prepared to have 
children doesn’t mean we’re 
ready emotionally and intel­ 
lectually. 
“Parenthood remains the 
greatest single preserve of 
the amateur,” wrote Alvin 
Toffler in his book, “Future 
Shock.” 
To help meet the needs of 
parents of young children (2- 
to 5-year-olds), I’ve worked 
hard for several years to pro­ 
vide “how to” answers that 
are practical and readable. 
They are now available on a 
monthly basis in a publica­ 
tion called “Parent Talk.”

Q. A famous Houston heart 
physician said not long ago 
that all the talk about 
cholesterol is really over­ 
done.

In 
fact, one physician I know 
told his patient, “Don’t worry 
about your cholesterol intake 
until I tell you to worry. Until 
then eat anything you want 
to.”

1975.” 
The educational neglect of 
handicapped children 
in 
some parts of our country has 
been a tragedy, so there is a 
lot of catching up to do. 
But you are right. An indi­ 
vidualized program for all 
the others is also essential. 
The most effective lobbying 
force to get it into operation 
consists of parents. They are 
the most concerned persons 
involved, and if they consti­ 
tute a collective pressure 
group they will be listened to. 
Schools respond to needs 
that are verbalized. 
To be fair it ought to be 
recognized that many schools 
and thousands of teachers do 
make an effort to develop 
programs that meet the edu­ 
cational needs of each child. 
It’s so easy to be negative and 
generalize about educational 
inadequacies. All professions 
have limitations, of course, 
and education is no excep­ 
tion.

Education Struggle Goes On 


E d ito r's 
N ote: 
The 
following is the thirteenth in 
a series of articles covering 
the various aspects of the 
women's movement from its 
initial phases to its present- 
day laws and activities. 
The 
articles 
are 
taken 
from the 1976 report of the 
National Commission on the 
Observance of International 
Women’s Year. The report is 
entitled “ ...To Form A More 
Perfect Union" Justice for 
American Women. 
The struggle in education 
continues for women, with 
1976 statistics clearly in­ 
dicating that conditions have 
not improved markedly for 
women in recent years. 
A report covering both 
public 
and 
private 
in­ 
stitutions shows that 
the 
percentage of women faculty 
remained constant 
at 
24 
percent from 1974 to 1975, 
with the number of women 
relative to men declining at 
the ranks of professor, 
associate 
professor 
and 
instructor but increasing for 
assistant professor, lecturer 
and undesignated ranks. 


Equal Pay for Women Sought 


Also, women’s salaries 
increased less than men’s 
salaries by .5 percent. The 
mean salaries of men con­ 
tinue to exceed the mean 
salaries of women at every 
academic rank and at every 
level in both public and 
private institutions 
Finally, 60 percent of men 
have tenure, compared to 42 
percent of women 
Before 
1972, 
college 
professors were not covered 
by the Equal Pay Act, and at 
the University of Kansas at 
Lawrence. a professor of art 
history, 
Dr. 
Marilyn 
Stokstad, 
hired 
male 
professors at salaries higher 
than hers in order to build a 
full doctoral program for her 
department Her salary was 
$4,600 less per year than the 
lowest 
paid 
male 
full 
professor in the department. 
She discovered in 1972 that 
she was one of the highest 
paid 
women 
at 
the 
university. Her pay scale 
has improved somewhat. 


however. She now earns only 
$50 per year less than the 
lowest paid male professor. 
Because it took three 
years to issue implementing 
regulations 
for 
Title 
IX, 
many 
colleges 
and 
universities did not begin 
compliance with the law 
until after July 1975. And 
many still are not following 
the regulations 
In view of the widespread 
lack of compliance and the 
all-too-frequcnt delays in 
handling complaints, the 
IW Y Commission has urged 
that sex bias problems be 
dealt with more fairly and 
quickly by HEW, whether 
handled 
administratively 
under the Contract Com­ 
pliance Program or the 
Public Health Service Act. 
Sex discrimination is not 
confined to institutions of 
higher 
learning 
but 
also 
exists in secondary schools. 
One Florida school denied 
higher math 
classes to 
women Because there was 


only 
one 
teach er, 
firs t 
priority was given to boys 
m ajoring in business. One 
student, K ath y C arm ody, 
when she was denied ad­ 
mission to the calculus class, 
organized a group of girls to 
appeal to both the school 
board and the school ad­ 
m in istrato rs, 
and 
the 
following year, nine girls 
were admitted to the class. 


After listening to months 
of com plaints about the 
problems the enactment of 
Title IX has created, Cleiia 
Steele, associate director of 
the 
Pro ject 
on 
E q u al 
Education Rights, summed 
up the reaction to Title IX : 
“ As I give talks around the 
country, I hear lots about 
how hard ifs going to be to 
comply with Title IX, how 
difficult it w ill be to give 
equal opportunity to women. 
W ell, I say that it’s not a 
matter of difficulty or cost— 
it’s a m atter of justice. Title 
IX is not the cause of all the 
discrim ination. 
Rather, 
it 
resulted 
from 
this 
discrim ination.”

Homemakers spend about 
one-third of their time on 
laundry—and another 20 
percent 
on 
vacuuming, 
sweeping, 
scouring 
and 
washing—according to the 
survey 
by 
the 
M arket 
Research Corporation of 
America. 
Based on the rep o rt’s 
findings, Mrs. White says 
that to save the most time 
and energy, reduce the tasks 
that take the most—by using 
the most efficient products 
and operating Drocedures. 
“ For 
example, 
dish­ 
washing and laundry are two 
housekeeping practices that 
require a good job the first 
time around. 
“ T e a m i n g 
e f f i c i e n t 
cleaning products with the 
cool-dry dishwasher cycle 
and the cool-rinse laundry 
cycle does the job—and 
saves energy.” 
Although dishwashing is a 
daily activity, the survey 
reported 
that 
most 
homemakers perform that 
task ll times a week—those 
with automatic dishwashers 
use them 42 percent of the 
time and wash dishes by 
hand 58 percent. 
Laundry loads washed 
weekly ranged from four to 
nine loads—with 83 percent 
machine washed and four 
percent of those done in a 
laundromat 
A wide range of laundry 
products do all that washing, 
according to the survey. 
Bleach is used by 53 
percent of the homemakers, 
rinse-fa brie softeners by 43 
percent, dryer products by 
21 percent, pretreatm ent 
products by 41 percent, and 
46 percent use a soil-spot 
remover.

Yellowed blouse challenge 
POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY V- My daughter has a white blouse (65 
per cent polyester and 35 per cent cotton excluding or­ 
namentation and elastic) and the collar and cuffs are a 
lace design. The blouse was accidentally bleached and 
the collar and cuffs turned yellow. I hope someone can 
tell us how to remedy this. 
Also I would like to know how to get mustard stains off 
of a cotton tablecloth. — PATRICIA 
DEAR PATRICIA — To remove the mustard stains 
work slightly warm glycerine into the spots, scrub, 
pretreat with detergent and then launder as usual. 
Should the stain remain, sponge on a mixture of one part 
alcohol and two parts water. This can be used on 
acetates and colors. 
As for the blouse you may have a bit more of a 
problem. Launder frequently using a detergent that con­ 
tains special brighteners. Work this into the dampened 
collar and cuffs by hand squeezing to thoroughly dis­ 
tribute it. Let soak this way for about 20 minutes. This 
should work but there is certainly no guarantee. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Several years ago my daughter had a 
snow white nylon blouse but even with careful washing it was 
not too long before it was not so white any more. Not daring to 
use bleach on it I picked a good sunny day to wash it and 
without wringing the water out hung it outdoors on the line to 
dry. I did this several times until it came out snow white once 
more. Some wash days when it was not too windy I used to 
spread my towels on the ground in the sun on the grass and 
that works as well as any bleach. — BERTHA. 
DEAR POLLY — A gentleman friend of our family came 
over one day just as I was about to put flour in my cake pans so 
he gave me the following Pointer. When making a chocolate 
cake instead of buttering and flouring the pans butter them as 
usual but use cocoa instead of flour. This eliminates the 
whitish look on the layers plus it adds an extra flavor of 
chocolate to the cake. When I do not happen to have cocoa on 
hand I substitute a chocolate drink mix (dry, of course.) — 
MARGIE. 
DEAR POLLY — When you need a can of DRAINED fruit 
or vegetables instead of using a strainer just make holes in the 
top of the can with an opener that makes triangular holes. 
Make holes all around the lid and the size will vary by the 
amount of pressure you use. No strainer to clean. 
When you purchase new sheets (of course, you shop the 
sales) matching pillowcases are expensive if you like to have 
extra sets for frequent changes. However if you buy one extra 
double size flat bed sheet you can get three pairs of pillow­ 
cases out of it and for a fraction of what they would cost. I 
make two cases that have the wide top hem and then two 
others that utilize the narrow bottom hem and two more cases 
from the middle. They will have to have their own hems made

Bed Looks Built-In 


Great Look for Small Bedrooms

Q. We would like to create a 
modular built-in look in our 
apartment bedroom so we 
can have lots of storage 
space. However, I am unsure 
just how to handle the bed. 
Should it be built into the 
wall or would it be easier to 
use a bedframe that would be 
pushed into the headboard 
area? — R.R. 
A. I would think it would be 
easier and simpler to build in 
the bed platform as designer 
Ruth MacLeod did. She cre­ 
ated a neat, trim built-in pro­ 
file with a bed using modular 
units and platform for the 
bed. 
Lighting strips hidden un­ 
der the bed platform accent­ 
ing the Millikin carpet of 
Anso nylon give the queen­ 
sized bed a light, floating 
look. A creamy, bisque-col­ 
ored carpeting was chosen to 
visually expand the space. 
Pillows 
and 
tailored 
draperies were made from 
bed sheets that coordinate 
with the seashell-patterned 
quilt. 
Instead of traditional low 
bedside tables, the modular 
wall units combine with the 
bed to give more than usual 
storage space. 


Q. We have an older home 
which we are fixing up as we 
go along. We have a guest 
bedroom which I’d like to 
create in a 17th Century 
American style. 
All I have is a four poster 
bed and a double dresser. 
Both furniture pieces are in 
mahogany. 
How might I create a pleas­ 
ant and cheerful guest bed­ 
room? I would like to do the 
work myself because I sew 
and can do painting. But I do 
not have an unlimited budget. 
— M.V.C. 
A. I would suggest that you 
look for a colonial print in a 
design and color scheme you 
find pleasing. Use this for 
your theme from which you 
can develop the colors in your 
room. 
Let’s say, for example, that 
you find a colonial print 
which is a copy of a stencil 
pattern from the Pennsyl­ 
vania Dutch people that is tied 
and blue on a cream back­ 
ground. You might make a 
simple coverlet for the top of 
the bed in this fabric, quilting 
it a bit if you wish. 
Borrow the stencil design 
from the fabric and repeat 
the stencil design on your 
walls. First paint the walls 
the cream color of your fab­ 
ric’s background and then 


stencil the red and blue flow­ 
ers or whatever on the walls. 
Practice first on paper, 
then try your hand at it in the 
closet. You’ll not be aware of 
your unsure hand there and 
yet you’ll give a charming 
look to the guests’ closet. 
Many times a room will 
look lovely with the walls 
stenciled all over or if you 
think that might be too much, 
try stenciling around the 
doors and windows, and 
across the top of the wall. 


You might take the red or 
the blue from the stencil de­ 
sign and do your draperies 
and your dust ruffle for your 
bed in that color. Trim the 
curtains or draperies or line 
them with the stenciled fabric 
design. 


For added zip consider a 
canopy for your bed which 
might be the solid ruffle or 
pleats on the outside and the 
print on the inside. Add a 
small round table covered 
with the print fabric and a 
painted rocker or natural 
wood one with a cushion of ei­ 
ther fabric.

The Visible Woman

“It looks like a college 
:ampus,” said the state of- 
icial who arranged my visit 
x) Bedford Hills Correctional 
facility, New York’s only 
x'ison for women. 
But it didn’t look like a col­ 
age campus. It didn’t exactly 
ook like a prison, either. It 
•esembled, rather, an old col- 
ege campus that had been 
converted to a prison. 
A guardhouse faced the 
oad, two layers of barbed 
vire fence circled the de­ 
cried grounds. Not wily 
vere people missing — all 
rees had been removed from 
iround the collection of old 
irick buildings and the sev­ 
eral new brick structures 
imong them. Life at Bedford 
fills goes on out of sight. 
A tall, hefty female e j ­ 
ection officer was assigned 
o escort me around the in­ 
ti tution. As we made our 
vay through the facilities, I 
vegan to notice that a large 
lumber of the guards were 
loth obese and extremely 
all. They were friendly 
nough, but walked with a 
low. lumbering gate that 
eemed somehow menacing. 
Our first stop was the pris- 
n school which, except for 
he armed guard at one end of 
he hall, looked much like any 
ther adult school. In small 
roups, women studied reari­ 
ng, math, music, art, sewing 
nd cosmetology. 
“About 5 per cent of the 
romen who come here can’t 
ead at all, and many of them 
aven’t finished high school,” 
xplained the school director. 
Many of the students were 
reparing to take their high 
chool equivalency exams, 


and in the evenings, teams 
from a nearby college come 
to present a few credit 
courses. 
At the hospital, we chatted 
with a large, good-natured 
nursing supervisor, who ex­ 
plained the services offered 
there. The bottom floor is 


mainly for medical services; 
the second for psychiatric 
evaluation and isolation; and 
the third floor is where the 
babies live. 
In New York, women in 
prison are allowed to keep 
their babies for one year, 
after which arrangements 
are made outside for the 
child. “We only have seven 
now,” said the nurse. “At one 
time we had 50 babies up 
there.” 


Though the average age of 
the women at Bedford Hills is 
said to be between 35 and 37, 
most of the women look very 
young. Except on the honor 
floor, there is a great deal of 
rowdiness, shouting and 
horseplay. “It’s much noisier 
than the men’s facility,” said 
my guide, “but after all, 
we’re dealing with women, 
and they express themselves 
more freely.” 
The prisoners also try to 
express themselves in their 
dress. On arrival, the women 
are issued polyester slacks, 
print blouses, jumpers, and 
other personal items. These 
come in a variety of colors, 
and the women go to extreme 
lengths to disguise their pris­

— Southern Baptists out­ 
number members of the 
Presbyterian Church of the 
United States 12 to I because 
they cooperate and “go out 
to the highways and byways 
for converts,” according to a 
Presbyterian attending her 
church’s General Assembly. 
“Do you know there are 
now Southern Baptists in the 
West?” Averill Gouldy of Ft. 
Worth, Tex., said Thursday. 
“Why do you think the ranks 
of the Baptists are growing 
so? They know how to work 
together while we sit like 
bumps on a log going 
nowhere with our strife.” 
Mrs. Gouldy spoke on 
behalf of a recommendation 
that her traditionally con­ 
servative 
Presbyterian 
Church of the United States 
meet 
with 
The United 
Presbyterian Church, U.S.A. 
Mrs. Gouldy’s church split in 
1861 from the largest of the 
Presbyterian bodies. 
The recommendation was 
approved though objections 
to 
the 
proposal 
were 
numerous. 
Mrs. Gouldy said some 
Presbyterians attending the 
117th General Assembly 
feared 
differences 
in 
religious doctrine between 
the two churches would be 
blurred if they met together. 


“ Sure, we could have 
arguments all day and night, 
but working together on 
projects does not require 
union,” she told laugning 
fellow Presbyterians. “ I 
think it’s that word ‘union’ 
that’s bothering you. Why 
don’t we just call it a 
‘meaningful relationship? ’’’ 
Mrs. 
Gouldy 
called 
Southern Baptists one of the 
major denominations in the 


country because of its size, 
which she estimated at 12 
million members. 
“TTiey are very mission 
minded and they have 
learned to go out to the high­ 
ways and byways for con­ 
verts,” she said, adding that 
congregations of Southern 
Baptists 
are 
more 
in- 
d e p e n d e n t 
t h a n 
presbyteries, the wits of her 
own church. 


“They are independent, 
very independent units,” she 
said. “Birt they have learned 
to work together through 
cowty, state and national 
organizations. And God’s 
will is best done by people 
cooperating.” 


The Presbyterian Church 
in the United States is 
sometimes referred to as the 
Southern Church.
